jeorge Cain’s Family Awoke 
in the Midst of Flames. 


THEIR HOME WAS ON FIRE. 


CHILDREN CARRIED OUT INTO 
THE RAINSTORM. 


Heroism and a Lucky Chance Saved an 
Entire Family From Death— 
House Was Entirely 
Consumed. 


George W. Cain, his wife and two emal! 
children fied from their burning home at 
6128 Suburban av. into the storm of rain 
and wind in their night clothes at 4 o’clock 
Tuesday morning. 

Their house was ruined, the contents de- 
etroyed, making a loss of between $2000 
and $3000, but this burden of misfortune is 
easily borne by the father and mother 
with the knowledge that they and their 
little ones were not engulfed in the flames 
before they awoke. 

The Cain home was a frame building, 
two stories, on the Queen Anne plan, with 


a deal of gingerbread about it to feed the 
flames, and much bric-a-brac and house- 
hold lingerie inside to furnish a fire. 

here are six or eight rooms, four on the 
first floor, with.a hall, It so happened that 
the entire family occupied the front room 
on this floor Monday night. Mrs. Cain was 
not feeling well and the smell of varnish 
in the upstairs rooms tended to excite a 
latent headache. This not uncommon in- 
ciden* in woman's life—a headache—prob- 
ably prevented a holocaust and saved the 
Cain famiiy from a horrible death. 

The family made temporary provision for 
the night in the rior and satired. George 
and Irwin, the children, 2 and 4 years old, 
res tively, slept on a cot. At about 4 
o'clock all the doors being locked, Mr. 
Cain was aroused by a sense of great heat 
about him. He thought he was dreaming 
of the inferno, for an instant after open-

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Gen. Otis’ 
official report of the fight at Pasig says the 
American loss was % killed and wounded, 
most of this number being only slightly 
wounded. 

Press dispatches to-day show that the 
forward movement is on, and that the Fili- 
pinos will be given no rest until Aguinal- 
do’s army is destroyed or their leader lays 
down his arms and surrenders. 

Following is Gen. Otis’ cable: 


Manila, March 14. — Adjutant-General. 
Washington: Until yesterday the fleld oper- 
ations here since the capturing of Caloocan 
have been of a minor nature, consisting of 
driving back small bands of insurgents, 
with considerable loss to the latter. 

Yesterday Gen. Wheaton, with the Twen- 
tieth and Twenty-second Infantry, the Ore- 
gon and Washington troops, a section of 
the Sixth Artillery and a squadron of the 
Fourth Cavalry, attacked a large force of 
the enemy and drove them back and took 
the line of the Pasig River, which he now 
holds. 

Two improvised gunboats in the lake 
have captured considerable property. The 
insurgent loss was heavy. Our own loss in 
killed and wounded was slight, aggregating 
35, mostly slightly wounded. The insurgents 
made no determined stand. OTIS. 


MANILA, March 14, 6:30 p. m.—Brigadier- 
Genera] Wheaton’s column advanced to-day 
beyond Pasig to the shore of La Guna Bay, 
sweeping everything before them. The 
enemy made a running fight and suffered 
severe loss. The rebels’ avenue of com- 
munication north and south is now closed, 
the American cordon stretching over a mile 
from the river to the lake. 

The rebels are-in force’ at Pateros and 
Taguig.

WILL SPAIN RECEIVE AID? 


Grave Complication Over the Status of 
Prisoners in the Philippines. 
MADRID, March 14.—Gen. Rios, Spanish 
commander in the Philippines, in an offi- 
cial dispatch acquainting the Government 
with the fact that Major-General Otis has 


stopped negotiations for the release of the 
Spanish prisoners in the hands of the rebels, 
says: 

“1 protest in the name of humanity and 
believe the time has arrived to appeal 
through the Consuls to the good offices of 
the Powers.”’ 

The dispatch eays also: 

“T am told that the Aan ear ges are at war 
with the Americans and that the prisoners 
cannot be ransomed for money as that 
would improve the position of the ineur- 
gents. In view of my situation between the 
American and the Filipinos I await the 
orders of the Government.” 

A copy of the dispatch was sent to Senor 
Silvela, the Premier, who had a long con- 
ference with Gen. Polavieja, Minister of 
War.

John Fisher Ran Unclad 
Threugh the Streets. 


BURGLAR DROPPED GARMENTS. 


AT EVERY SHOT FIRED SOME RAI- 
MENT FELL. 


Mr. Fischer Gathered Up His Property 
and Dressed Himself as He Re- 
turned in the Rain to 
His Home. 


When John C. Fischer, president of the 
Fischer Milling Co., and a familiar figure 
on the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
started out to chase a burglar early Tues- 
day morning, he didn't have any clothes on 
to speak of. He was robed simply in a 
thin, white garment, which reached just to 
his knees. 

When John C. Fischer returned home an 
hour later, after reporting his chase to the 
police, he would have passed for a well- 
dressed man. Indeed, he was over-dressed, 
all except his feet. He had no stockings on, 
and wore only a pair of house slippers. 

‘Mr. Fischer's toilet feat was performed 


under remarkable circumstances. There are 
few men in St. Louis in Mr. Fischer’s walk 
of life who can lay claim to having util- 
ized the city’s thoroughfares as a dressing 
room. 

It happened this way: 

Mr. Fischer, who lives at 2708 Dayton-st., 
heard noises in the house about 1:30 o’clock 
Tuesday morning. At first he thought it 
was his son, and paid no attention to the 
disturbance, even though it was unsuai. 
The noise continued, and Mr. Fischer 
peeked over the upstairs hall railing. By 
the aid of a little jet of gas left burning 
downstairs, Mr. Fischer beheld a burglar. 
The burgiar had a bundle of clothing on 
his back, and was helping himself to other 
garments which hung on the hatrack. 

Mr. Fischer crept back to his own room 
for a revolver. He picked out one with siz 
chambers. Poking his bare feet into a 
pair of bath slippers, he rushed to the 
Stairs and descended, six steps at a time, 
sereeching like a Modoc Indian every time 
he touched a landing. The sight of a 
white-robed man, going at comet speed, 
paralyzed the burglar. When he found con- 
trol of his limbs he fled into the rear hall. 
Mr. Fischer pursued. The burglar rushed 
through the dining room into the kitchen*® 
So did Mr. Fischer. The burglar leaped 
through an open window. “Mr. Fischer did 
ee — ines gene ~ ee the corner of 
ne nouse and ran into Dagton st.

There was this difference between the 
sprinters. The burglar was handicapped by 
a heavy bundle. 

Mr. Fischer was attired for the chase. 
It was cold, too, and a chilling rain was 
falling. But Mr. Fischer didn’t. mind. He 
was just getting warmed up. As he gained 
on the burglar he let fly the contents of one 
of the six chambers of his revolver. The 
burglar didn’t drop, but part of his burden 
did. Mr. Fischer emptied another chamber 
at the fleeing figure. More of .ie burden 
fell to the sidewalk. The third. fourth and 
fifth shots were fired, each time causing 
the burglar to lighten his load. When the 
sixth was fired the burglar dropped every- 
thing. a ae 

Here the prosecution rested its case, Mr. 
Fischer was standing over the last batch 
of clothing let drop, and he permitted the 
burglar to go on his way. The last batch 
hae to be trousers and a waistcoat. 
“ischer did a lightning change act. He 
put them on. Half a block back up the 
street he came across a coat. He put that 
on also. A few feet distant was a hat—the 
very thing for a bare-headed man out in 
the wet. An overcoat was the next picked 
up—his son's overcoat, bought only a few 
months ago. His own overcoat, a second 
pair of trousers, a frock coat and a light 
topcoat were gathered up as Mr. Fischer 
sloshed his way in the mud and rain back 
home. 

All Mr. Fischer needed was a collar and 
cravat and a pair of shoes to have been 
attired for a day on ’'Change. With the sur- 
plus garménts on his arm he cruised around 
until he found a policeman, to whom he told 
the circumstances. he bluecoat went 
away to pce up the hunt where Mr. Fisch- 
er left off. 

‘When Mr. Fischer got home at last he 
found that in his overcoat pocket he had 
left a package of $8 in greenbacks, which 
would have been a precious haul to the 
thief had he got away with it.

About Saloon: Permits. 


‘DOZEN LIQUOR MEN QUIZZED. 


COMMISSIONER’S SPECIAL /PO- 
LICEMAN ON THE STAND. 


Examining Body Also Asks a Fow 
Pointed Questions in the Now Fa- 
mous Case of Damn-the- 
State-of-Missouri Price. 


The grand jury is investigating the office 
of Excise Commissioner Charles P. Higgins. 

A large number of witnesses have been 
called before the body, including deputies 
in Mr. Higgins’ office and many saloon 
keepers. Particular attention is being paid 
to the practice of issuing permits for one 
saloon keeper to use the license of another. 
This practice, so the inquiries of the Major 
Committee have shown, has resulted in the 


loss of thousands of dollars to the city and 
State. 

The permits, as hag been told, were is- 
sued to accommodate the breweries, whicn 
by this arrangement were able to put dif- 
ferent men in charge of the saloons con- 
trolled by them as often as they saw fit. 

Saloons run under permits, of which there 
are several hundred in the city, and most 
of them of the worst class, are considered 
by Four Courts officials the same as Ssa- 
loons which are run without license. When 
Charles Fensky was acting Assistant Pros- 
ecuting Attorney he sent a request to Com- 
missioner Higgins to send a complete list 
of saloons running under permits. Mr. 
Higgins has been so busy explaining to the 
Major Committee what he does with his 
checks that he has not had time to comply 
with the request. 

Tuesday there were about a dozen promi- 
nent saloonkeepers before the grand jury. 
Judging by the length of time they were 
kept in the grand jury room their examin- 
ation was thorough. 

The principal witness of the day 
Tim Danaher, the policéman, who is as- 
signed to special duty iInithe office of Com. 
missioner Higgins. His guties are to obtain 
evidence of violations @f the law on the 
part of saloon keepers. He swears out all 
warrants against salog@nkeepers cnargen 
with violations of the excise law. It wae 
through him that the request for the list 
of saloons running under permits was 
made. Mr. Danaher was in the grand jury 
room about two hours.

Thomas 
studied law and was admitted to the bar in 
1857, meanwhile serving as deputy clerk of 
the County Court and later receiving elec- 
tion as clerk of the Circuit Court. 

An ardent supporter of Benton, he began 
early to take a prominent part in the pol- 
itics of the State. He was a delegate to 
the National Conventions of 1860 and 1568 
and ‘the was the first chairman of the first 


Republican Convention ever held in a 
slave State. When the war began he es- 
poused the cause of the Union and served 
for a time as Assistant Provost General at 
St. Louis, after which he assisted in rats- 
ing the Thirty-first Missouri Regiment and 
went to the front as a Colonel. During 
the two years he served fn the army of the 
Tennessee with Gen. Sherman, when he 
returned to Missouri, raised another regi- 
ment and received commission as Brigadier- 
General by brevet. 

While serving in front of Vicksburg in 
1964. Fletcher was elected Governor of Mis- 
sourl. He thereupon resigned his army 
commission, went at once to Jefferson City 
and issued the proclamation declaring sla- 
very abolished in Missourl. 

His most difficult and dangerous task, 
perhaps, was that of reorganizing the civil 
processés after the war. Every county of- 
fice In the State was declared vacant and 
the enormous power fell upon Fletcher of 
filling them all by appointment. During 
many days and nights he carried his life 
in his hands, but while firm and inflexible, 
he was always good-natured, so that with- 
in a few years after his retirement from 
office there Was ¢mal) hatred cherished 
against him. His name was for awhile 
mingled in the ex-Confederate contempt 
with that of Charies D, Drake, but he out- 
lived it, and during his long residence in 
St. Louls he achieved ag many Democratic 
as Republican friends. 

Several years ago he established an of- 
fice in Washington and it was there. on 
February 20, iast, he received a etroke of 
paralysis, while sitting In Witard’s Hotel.

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PANA, IIL, March 14.—Ex-Chief Deputy 
Sheriff Sid Watts, who was yesterday taken 
to Taylorville under arrest on a charge of 
gambiing with a number of negro friends 
who are non-union miners, caused a riot 
on the streets and narrowly escaped with 
his life after a number of shots had been 
exchanged. Watts and companions suc- 
ceeded in escaping from the town, but the 
former was arrested this morning and 
placed in jail. The authorities are now 
seeking for his companions, who are said 
to be in Pana. | 

Last August the indictment was found 
against Watts for gambling, Monday morn- 
ing a bench warrant was issued for Watts 
arcest. Deputy Sheriff Cheney made the 
arrest at Pana Monday evening and Watts 
was brought to Taylorville on the 7:06 train. 
Three negroes and two white men are said 
to have accompanied him, as a4 kind of 
body guard. Watts was taken before Judge 
Farmer in the Circuit Court and gave bond 
in the sum of $100 with Frank P. Drennan, 
his attorney, as-security and was liberated. 

The Taylorville miners held a meeting 
last night at their hall on N. ‘Main st. and 
shortly before the passenger came in from 
Pana a crowd of the men went to the de- 
pot. One of the negroes, it is charged, see- 
ing the miners exclaimed, ““Were here to 
clean out the town and we're going wo do 
t ‘* 


When Watts was liberated he found his 
bodygtard engaged in a quarrel with 200 
miners on the east side of the square. His 
yresence only tended to infuriate the Tay- 
orville men. Guns, clubs and knives were 
in evidence and the police were powerless. 
Watts and his companions were pursued 
north on the east side of the square by a 
crowd of 400.

Growing alarmed, Watts and hls compan- 
ions finally hurriedly sought a dark alley. 
‘The miners followed, words were exchanged 
and Watis and his men drew their revoivers 
and began firing. Several shots were eX- 
changed, but no’one was ipjured. 

Finally Chief of Police Eltzroth, Sheriff 
Downey and a large number of deputies 
closed in and the Pana men fled. 

About midnight Deputy Sheriff Doyle cap- 
tured a negro by the name of W. H. Glease; 
he was locked up In jail and said that with 
him had been Harry Bone, white: Robert 
Cook and James Jones, negroes, and an un- 
known white man called Reddy. 

Warrants were sworn out charging as- 
sault with intent to kill and inciting riot. 
The miners are not working to-day, and an 
attack on the jail where Watts is confined 
is feared.

WARRENSBURG, Mo., March 14.—lrhe 
jury to try Adolph LTarbric for the murder 
of W. H, Hartman will probably be se- 
jected in time for the trial to begin to- 
morrow. 

The courtroom is not large enough to ac- 
commodate the people who want to hear 
and ¢e¢e each step of the case, in which 
every person in the community has taken 
@ vital interest, because of the prominence 
of all the actors in the tragedy. 

Hon. W. L. Jarrott of Harrisville, Judge 
of the Seventeenth Judicial Circuit, will 
preside during the trial.

The crime for which Luwhbric is to be tried 
Was committed on the night of Sept. 5, 1898. 

Hartman was discovered by Lubric in 
company with the latter’s wife, in a house 
where she was living. Lubric. suspectin 
the intimacy, went to the ‘house. foun 
them together, forced the door and fired 
three bullets into Hartman's body, any one 
of which would have proved fatal. Officers 
rushed - the scene in a few minutes after 
the shooting and Luwbric was placed under 
arrest. He offered no resistance. 

The complete history of the tragedy car- 
ries one back several years. Ten years ago 
Mollie Brammer was one of the prettiest 
girls in Warreasburg. She was not a society 
girl, but her standing was good and she was 
popular among her acquaintances. Before 
she was 20 she met Adolph Lubric of Lex- 
ington. They fell in love and were mar- 
tied. Lubric took his bride to Lex‘ngton, 
where they lived, so far as any one knew, 
happily together. Two children were born 
to them, a boy and a girl. Lasbric’s Pa- 
rents were wealthy and the home was we)! 
provided for. 

At last, however, it appears that dissen- 
sions came, For some reason, no one out- 
tide of the interested parties seems to know 
just why, they did not get along and a s€p- 
aration was agreed wpon. (Mrs. Lubric and 
the children went ‘back to Warrensburg 
and took up their abaode w'th her parents. 
Mis was during the winter before the 
fragedy occurred. 

It was soon after Mrs. Larbric’s return to 
her home, which she had left several years 
before, as a happy bride, that Hartman saw 
her for the first time. She was still come- 
ly in appearance and Hartman was im- 
pressed with her graceful figure and etrik- 
ing face, which still bore the traces of its 
former beauty. 

Hartman was the head of an interesting 
and highly respected family. His wife was 
@ recognized social leader in Warrensburg. 
A beautiful and talented daughter was just 
budding into womanhood Two other 
younger daughters completed the family. 

He was the second wealthiest man in 
Warrensburg. He was a progressive and 
public-spirited citizen. The opera house, 
the electric light plant and many other en- 
terprises were backed by him. 

But _ewomplete poppies wag not there, 
and eou pleasure elsewhere. 
lie beeame acquainted with Mre. L ic, 
and it was not long until an intimacy was 
established between them. In order to car- 
ty out their plans undisturbed a ‘house 
Was rented and Mrs. Lubic went to live 
in it, taking her children with her, There 
is reason to suppose that the house rent 
and other bills were by Hartman, 
although this was not done openly. 

Hartman frequently vieited Mrs. Lubric 
in this house. The intimacy might have 
been kept up indefinitely ‘had not the wom- 
an’s @ysband stepped in and caused the 
awful tragedy.

Unquestionably the unwritten law that 
gives a husband a right to protect his 
home. would under ordinary circumetances 
appear to fully justify L c in his act, 
and it would a r useless to bring such 
a case to trial. Juries usually will not con- 
vict a man for killing the despolier of his 
home. Laubrio, tried in a community largely 
in aymeetny with him, would have little 
trouble in securing an acquittal were it not 
for features in the case that appear to 
show that his intentions were other than 
merely those of revenge. 

One view of the case is Laibric knew for 
several months that the dntimacy existed 
between his wife and Hartman. Consider- 
ing the fact that he and his wife had sepa- 
rated, and, as he himeelf sald, had decided 
on a divorce, the case appears in a differ- 
ent light. 

He seems, tacitly, at least, to have given 
his consent to the intimacy between the 
pair, for he must evidently have known, for 
several months before the tragedy, that 
Hartman was providing for the woman 
whom he had given up, and for this reason 
it is contended that he had forfeited a hus- 
band’s right. It is for these reasons that 
Lubric must answer to the charge of mur- 
der.

BOSTON, March 14.—An appeal to the 
people of the United States urging ‘‘all lov- 
“iy of freedom” to co-operate with them 
nh an attempt to induce the Government to 
Suspend hostilities in the Philippines and 
confer with the Filipino leaders, with a 
view to preventing further bloodshed by 
recognizing their independence upon the 
suarantee of protection to property by the 
natives, has been issued over the signature 
of more than a score of prominent men; The 


preamble describes the attitude of this 
“set eset aaa and of President McKinley 
oward the Filipinos before and since the 
war and asserts that there is no reason 
fur a change of opinion on the part of the 
anti-imperialists and, on the contrary, ev- 
ery reason for @ continuance of the pro- 
test against the spirit of militarism and 
force, and they therefore urge co-operation 
tu the following ends: 

1, That our Government shall take imme- 
diate steps toward a suspension of hostili- 
ties in the Philippines, and a conference 
with the Philippine leaders with a view to 
preventing further bloodshed upon the basis 
of a recognition of their freedom and inde- 
yendence aS s00N as proper guarantees can 

e had of order and protection to property. 

2. That the Government of the United 
States shal] tender an official assurance to 
the inhabitants of the Philippine Islands 
that they will encourage and assist in the 
organization of such a Government in the 
islands as the people thereof shall prefer 
and that upon its organization in stable 
manner the United States, in accordance 
with its traditional and prescriptive policy 
in such cases, will recognize the indepen- 
dence of the Philippines and its equalit 
among nations and adually withdraw all 
naval and military forces.

GRAFT MADE OF HIS OWN SKIN 


New York Doctors Resort to Heroic 
Measures to Make a Man’s 
Arm Agazuin of Use. 


NPW YORK, March 14.—James Curran, 
a maker of paper boxes, was severely 
burned by upsetting of a lamp several 
months age. The skin of the left arm from 
the wrist to the shoulder was destroyed 
in such a manner that grafting was found 
necessary. He was taken to Bellevue Hos- 
pital, where small portions of skin were 
transferred from his thigh to the injured 
arm. Some of this new skin failed to ad- 
here, and the result was a contraction of 
the skin at the inner surface of the el- 
bow. which bent the arm. 

Then Dr. Bryant caused the bent arm to 
be denuded of skin for 12 inches above and 
below the elbow, where the contraction 
had taken place. He then made an in- 
cision in the skin on the left side of the 

tient’'s chest, raising a flap 12 inches 
ong and five inches wide. A gauze dress- 
ing wae placed over this wound, and laid 
upon the dressing. | 

This brought the raw surface of the arm 
under the flap of skin raised from the chest. 
The outer ge of the flap wae drawn for- 
ward and placed upon t arm so as to 
cover the place from which the skin had 
been removed. It was then sewed to the 
skin on the arm and bandaged. 

Thus the refractory surface of the arm 
was covered with skin which still grew to 
the man’e chest at the inner edge, binding 
the arm to the trunk by a bridge of skin 
60 inches equare in extent from shoulder to 
elbow. 

Curran’s arm will remain absolutely mo- 
tionlees until the new skin hae adhered. 
then the connecting bridge of skin will be 
cut away.

A QUESTION ABOUT SOLDIERS. 


Misunderstanding Which May Deprive 
a Number of Volunteers of 
Their Right to Vote. 


Chairman Jones of the Board of Election 
Commissioners said Tuesday noon that reé- 
istration was proceeding satisfactorily in 
all parts of the city and from no precinct 
had trouble been reported. 

The board was kept busy Tuesday morn- 
ing answering questions of clerks. The one 
most asked was that concerning the re- 
turned soldier. The law was not in many 
cases correctly interpreted and it is feared 
will lose many citizens the vote that is 
rightfully theirs.

Commissioner Starkloff believes 
that cerebro-spinal meningitis is on the 
decline in St. Louis. In February there 
were 2 deaths, an average of one death 
per Gay. The records for March do not 
sustain th’s average, and it is believed the 
number will be much smaller. 

Th's is due partly to the knowledge phy- 
sicians are, gaining in fighting the disease 
and in recognizing it. Dr. Starkloff is es- 
pec'ally desirous of quick diagnos'’s; and 
insists upon prompt report of the appear- 
ance of cerebro to the Health Department, 

He issued a circular letter to all physi- 
cians in the city Tuesday asking that they 
make a full report, wits, as complete his- 
tories as poss Dle, of all cases that have 
been treated by them. He asks that the 
symptoms of the disease be carefully and 
minutely described as they have appeared 
‘mn different individuals and at different 
ages: also a description of the progress of 
the malady and its effects on the patient. 
When he has collected this data the Health 
Commiss’oner will issue a pamphlet to the 
public setting forth the observations and 
deductions of the City Board of Health. 

‘It is to be a campaign of “evtucat‘on 
cerebro.”’ said Dr. Starkloff. ‘The 
public will be instructed in all phases of 
the disease, how ‘t appears and how to 
treat it. Some physicians have had diffi-

culty in recogniz.ng it, and with the expe- 


rience of all at hand quicker diagnoses 
should ensue. Wier the Health Depart- 
ment is informed one day that a case of 
men'ngitis exists and on the next day that 
there has been a death it can do little work. 
We should know the moment symptoms are 
discovéred: then the disease can be prop- 
erly fought.

This year’s and next year’s expenditures will add to this de- 
ficlency the sum of $170,000,000, making a total of $428,000,000.

Through bond issues and looseness of the Sinking Fund law 
the annual interest charge has been increased, within six years, 
by $14,000,000—more than 60 per cent. 

There has been no serious attempt on the part of the Ad- 
ministration and Congress to remedy these unsound condi- 
tions, but on the contrary expenses have been piled up while 
the people are “jollied’’ with dazzling schemes of empire and 
befuddled by confusing financial] statements.

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OLBPANING WHITE KID GLOVBS,—The 
process of cleaning white kid gloves with ; 
benzoline is as follows, and it.is very satis- 
factory: I would caution you strong! 
against using the benzoline in a room wit 
a fire or in strong sunshine. Place the 
glove in a small basin, and pour over just 
enough benzoline to cover. Set a saucer 
over the basin so as to prevent the spirit 
evaporating, and let the glove soak for 
five minutes. Have a thick towel ready on 
the table and a piece of clean flannel. 
Take the ghove out of the basin, let it 
drip a little, but do not squeeze. Set the 

love on the cloth and wipe it with the 

annel, changing the surface constantly as 
it is soiled. The glove must not be rubbea 
too hard, or the surface will be spoiled. 
The benzoline loosens all the dirt, so that 
it is easily removed, and care must be 
taken that there are no streaks of dirt left. 
‘The flannel must be worked one way at 
the time, so that the dirt is worked off on 
to the cloth with each stroke. When the 
glove is quite clean, blow into it to inflate 
it and hang it tn the shade in a draught. 
The same quantity of benzoline will do for 
several other gloves, adding a little more 
as the quantity decreases. Benzoline can 
be bought of any iron monger. 


PARISIAN NOVELTIES.—It is curious 
to see how the novelties pop up in Paris 
according to the weather, which its at one 
moment springlike and at another cold and 
rrainy.

The natural inclination of the 
United States Government would have 
been to favor the move of Italy, for the 
opening of Ban Mun Bay would give an- 
other port to the growing American trade 
in China. But as ths would have excited 
the animosity of China, your governrment 
decides upon a course of ‘disinterested neu- 
trality.’ This gives no offense to China, 
and at the same time va &- the world 
at large take notice that the United States 
will ‘nterpose no obstacle in the ac — 
tion of San Mun Bay or other Chin 
ports. It is most important to all the Sow. 
ers to know tha: the United States has 
no purpose to interfere in behalf of China 
even to the extent of exerting her moral 
influence toward continu!ng China's integ- 
rity. For that reason I look upon the 
American answer to ae as the most im- 
portant development in the Chinese situa-

Manila to Malolos, the Filipino cap- 
ital, where it is expected Aguinaide may 
make a stand with the remnant of his 
army, is mostly swampy land, flat, and 
traversed by many canais and ditches used 
to drain the rice tields. The roads between 
Manila and Malolos are of such a poor 
character that the carrying of any heavy 
artillery will be out of the question. The 
only artillery which will be available will 
be such as can be carried upon the backs 
of mules. Army officers are confident that 
this class of artillery will be sufficient to 
meet every obstacle which the American 
forces will encounter. 

There will be no great amotnt of trouble 
in reducing the cities which lie between the 
American line and its objective point, Ma- 
lolos. While In some of them there area 
number of stone houses, as in Bulacan, 
which has 2000 such, most of them are 
made up of the shack houses. That the 
rebels will offer a show of resistance to the 
American advance is expected, Dut nothing 
more than a show of resistance is antici- 
pated, The rebels would not be able to 
make anything like a determined stand in 
one of their towns, for the reason that 
none of the towns is fortified, and the 
rebels know nothing about the building of 
fortifications beyond the digging of rifle 
pits. Their plan of campaign, undoubtedly, ' 
will be not to make a stand against the 
American forces, but to harass them as 
much as possible in advance, in the hope 
that the great heat and the swamps 
through which the American must pass 
will do the work which the rebels them- 
selves are not able to do. 

Malolos is 30 miles from Manila, It has 
a population of abbdut 16,00. In the prov- 
ince of Bulacan, of which Malolos is the 
capital, there are 2 cities, some of which 
have a population of 20,000. The population 
of the province is 290,000, in an area: of 966 
square miles.

Surviving Sailors Placed-Him in a 
Cave and Left Him Before the 
Buzzards Came. 


SANTIAGO DBD CUBA, March 13.—The 
bones of Admiral Villamil, the commander 
of the torpedo fleet of Spain destroyed off 
Santiago, are in the arsenal here, having 
been removed yesterday from the wicker 
chair in which they were found bound Dy 
nope In a cave four miles west of El Moro. 
Though ‘ugzards had left only the bones, 
identification was complete by recognition 
.of tattered remnants of uniform left with 
them and the marks of bullets in the arm 
and leg, known to have been received by 
Villamual in the service of his country. 

The’ ‘bones were yesterday removed by 
order of Gen. Leonard Wood, who, with 
the Adjutant Generals of the department, 
Col, Bacon, Capt. Gilmore, Capt. Scott, 
‘Port, and other officers, 
positively identified the remains. 

Accompanied by the officers named and 
by others, Gen. Wood went in a tug to 
investigate. Nearly opposite the point 
where the wrecked torpedo-boat destroyer 
Pluton lies, Gen. Wood found the skeleton, 

It is believed that Admiral Villamal was 
taken ashore from the Piuton in a dying 
condition and tied in the chair. In the 
pocket of the coat was found the fleet 
countersign for June 26, signed by the late 
Capt. Oviedo y Bustamente, then Admiral 
Cervera’s chief of staff. 

Gen. Wood will notify the Gecretary of 
State of the finding of the remains, so that 
these can be removed to Spain, if the Span- 
ish Government so desires. 

A correspondent of the Associated Press 
reports that just after the battle he found 
a wounded Spaniard ashore and that by 
his request a wicker steamer chair was 
sent from the American vessel Wanda as 
a substitute for a litter, to allow him to be 
removed. The other Spaniards evidently 
tied the commander in the chair and left 
him dying or dead.

TO THAT PLAN. 


THEY FAVOR A STATE LOAN. 


World’s Fair Finances Engaging the 
Attention of Members of the 
General Assembly. 


. 

The proposition advanced by Gov. Steph- 
ens and State Auditor Seibert that the Leg- 
islature impose a poll-tax for the benefit 
of the Louisiana Purchase Centennial 
World's Fair is not entertained as feasible, 
it is said, by any member of the Legisla- 
ture. 

It falls as flat upon the General Assem- 
bly as it fell upon the guests at the ban- 
guet Saturday night, who heard the read- 
ing of the Governor's letter. Members say 
that nothing could be devised that would 
make the Fair as unpopular with the mass 
of the people as a poll-tax, and the friends 
of the Fair in the Legislature arc doing 
all in their power to prevent the impres- 
sion going abroad that any such plan is 
in contemplation. The poll-tax is regarded 
as the most unpopular form of taxation, it 
has so shown itself in the past. The rea- 


son for this is that it is a tax which bears 
equally upon rich and poor, and smacks of 
a tax not upon property or privilege, but 
upon citizenship. There are thousands of 
people in Missouri, argue the friends of the 

“air, who would gladly contribute $4 to the 
Fair, who would resent an ‘attempt by the 
State 10 extract that amount from them 
by a poll-tax. 

The method of raising the money which 
finds most favor is the suggestion contained 
in ex-Gov, Francis’ reply to Gov. Stephens’ 
letter. It is that the State extend its credit 
to the Pair to the extent of $2,500,000. An 
out-and-out gift by the State of that or any 
other amount, which would necessitate a 
bond issue iby the State, is thought as 
imponstbia fas a poll tax. The people of 
‘Missouri have been educated to dread an 
increase of the State debt for any purpose 
whatever. One of the tenets of the faith 
of ‘Missouri Democrats has been opposition 
to State bonds. The Democratic party ,has 
always congratulated the people upon ‘the 
Steady decrease, under (Democratic rule, of 
the State debt, and the prospect of its 
elimination in the near future. These facts 
are used as the basis for the objection to 
the issuance of bonds. 

(But nowhere is there found the slightest 
objection to the State loaning $2,500,000 to 
the Fair. The interest on this amount, at 
3 per cent, would be only $75,000. The 
suggestion thrown out by prominent mem- 
bers of the House and Senate is that a 
constitutional amendment be proposed, al- 
lowing the State to loan that amount to 
the air, and that the Democratic and 
Republican parties indorse the amendment 
in their State platforms. Such action by 
the two parties would insure support of the 
amendment by the bulk of voters of both 
PTne ,

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


‘Miss Olew Nethersdlei\ is thinking of 
shelving “Carmen” after this season, Per- 


haps it may be well that she do so. It is 
still a strong nae tag card, but it has 
served its purpose so far as Miss Nether- 
sole is concerned. And a very good and 
profitable purpose it was for her—it ena- 
bled her to demonstrate that she was 
past-mistress of the art of character analy- 
sis. Before she appeared in “Carmen” 
poopte who had seen her as Camille knew 

er to be a great actress. me of us 
raved over her and said she would come 
to be known as the queen of her craft. 

But even we enthusiasts feared deep down 
in our hearts that her marvelously excel- 
lent Camille was in some sort an acci- 
dent—one. of those lucky inspirations that 
come to the player or the writer or the 
inventor and are rarely repeated. Other 
things she had done were very good in- 
deed, but it required her Camille to make 
us bow down and hail her as a genius. 
Still the doubt as to whether she had 
thought out the character or just happened 
to strike it would assert itself. Then came 
her Carmen. It vexed us. We recognized 
its power but.we were annoyed that our 
ideal should be shattered. We had accept- 
ed the Carmen of Calve and other sing- 
ers—a joyous, passjonate siren, sinful and 
soul-wrecking, but so charming one could 
not condemn her. It was natural that the 
Nethersole Carmen should startle us. She 
took the glamor of operatic absurdities off 
and showed us the Gypsy as she was—a 
beautiful animal, heartless, soulless, base 
in her appetites and ruthless in her pas- 
sion; the kind of woman who makes mur- 
derews of men in cities and in the moun- 
tains; the incarnation of egotism, a beast 
in the guise of a hourt. The lifting of the 
scales from our eyes offended us till we 
grew accustomed to the light; then we en- 
joyed the Nethersole Carmen as a study 
in realism. It made us know the actress 
for what she was, and is—the woman who 
knows. Without “Carmen” in her reper- 
toire Miss Nethersole would probably have 
had to wait a season or two before the 
whole play-going public could know her 
greatness. She owes that much to her 
Carmen. Whether we owe anything to her 
for destroying our illusion as to Carmen is 
a matter of opinion. T[lusions are leas- 
OS things, and some of them are arm- 
ess. 

The performance of “Carmen” at the 
Olympic last night wae a fin'shed bit of 
work on Miss Nethersole’s part. Her char- 
acterization of the role has not changed 
since last season. She is the same fierce, 
seductive, passion-rousing’ soul-killing.
